Romulus may lose land 


With Wayne County taking land in its southern section, 
Komulus faces the possibility of losing land in its northern 
section to the Michigan Highway Department 

Highway Department officials last week said they intend to 
build a more than 30 acre rest stop on the north side of the 1-94 
freeway midway between Merriman and Wayne Roads. 

••We had no knowledge of this until some of our people saw 
highway department employes surveying the land a few 
weeks ago,” said Mayor Hyle Carmichael ”We got in touch 
with State Rep. Edward Mahalak (D-38th District) and he 
arranged the meeting.” 

At the meeting the highway officials explained the project, 


stating that there is a need for a rest area along the 1-94 
freeway 

The officials said that the project should be no surprise to 
Romulus, since the highway department had advertised its 
intention in a newspaper last August. 

”1 don’t know what newspaper they’re talking about,” said 
themayor, “but I know f I didn’t see it 

“I think they should have notified us, out of courtesy. 

••I see no need for a rest area 20 miles outside of Detroit, 
but that's what they say they want,” said Carmichael. 

"If they go through with the plan, they'll be taking valuable 
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for rest stop along 1-94 


land from the city's tax base, and will be creating a 
nuisance ” 

Carmichael said the land, located near where Wick Road 
almost meets the expressway, is important for the city’s 
future. 

"Once we get water, sewers and paving along that road 
(Wick), we ll see the area develop,” the mayor said. “They 
want to take more than 30 acres out of the heart of it.” 

In addition to the loss of land, the mayor said that residents 
of the area, already plagued by jet fly over’s and trains, 
would get the added nuisance of trucks running through 
gears. 


“Have you ever heard those things whine when they’re 
accelerating 0 asked the mayor “It’s nerve wracking. 

“And. on top of it, they plan to put the stop just before an 
incline* in the expressway, meaning that those trucks leaving 
it would never get in gear I feel sorry' for the people who 
have to live by it.” 

Despite worrying about problems which might occur with 
the construction of a rest stop, the mayor seemed confident 
that the plan wouldn't reach fruition

Director must find 
street light money 


The Romulus City Council has charged the 
city’s finance director with the task of finding 
the $44,000 needed to light several of the older 
areas of the city. 

The director is expected to research two 
alternatives for implementing the first phase 
of a street lighting master plan submitted to 
the council last Tuesday. 

One means of financing the construction 
could be special assessment, with property 
owners who receive the lighting absorbing the 
cost of the project. 

Another means of financing could be to 
absorb the cost of the first phase into the 
city’s general operating fund. 

Area soldier wins

The city’s engineer proposed a com- 
prehensive street lighting program for the 
city at the last council meeting. As an 
alternative to lighting all of Romulus’ neigh- 
borhoods, the engineer submitted a proposal 
to light those in the general area of Wayne 
Road and the 1-94 Freeway, Middlebelt Road 
and the freeway, Wayne Road and Van Bom 
Road and the city’s central business district. 

Cost of those projects is expected to be in 
excess of $44,000 per year. 

According to Mayor Hyle Carmichael, 
there could be drawbacks to both the an- 
ticipated means of financing the project.

When questioned on his part 
in the negotiation, Carmichael 
said: “The administration has 
been told by the council that 
it’s their duty to put the final 
stamp of approval on contract 


matters, because of their 
obligation to look after ex- 
penses.

Bobby, Sheila stress 
difference is goodness 


Two incidents in Inkster during the past few 
days can serve as reminders of the different 
types of people who seem to want to do good 
for their fellow citizens. 

One-ihe remembrance of the more than l 1 * 
million Christmas cards that flowed in from 
around the world to Bobby Miller two years 
ago — is indicative of the type of “good will 
toward all” that is so needed in today’s 
troubled nations. 

The other — the apparent friendliness and 
helpfulness of an unknown man to an Inldter 
family that resulted in the disappearance for 
four days of their eight-year-old daughter — 
serves to tell us to be suspicious of overly 
friendly strangers. 

We never met Bobby Miller or his family 
personally, but we’ll never forget the little 
boy whose request for a couple of Christmas 
cards two years ago spurred so many people, 
including President Nixon, to send him some 
greetings of the season. 

Some even opened their pocketbooks to the 
tune of almost $15,000 to help Bobby’s family 
pay some of the boy’s bills. 

Apparently others won’t forget him either. 
Off and on during the past two years, we have 
received inquiries from people in various 
parts of the cbuntry as to whether or not he 
was still alive. 

In explaining to people the process by which 
news stories are spread to the various news 
media throughout the world by the wire 
services, we frequently have referred to 
Bobby’s story. 

We would tell how a request by a boy, then 
not quite seven years old and the victim of a 
fatal muscular disease, could be forwarded to 
a wire service-as Bobby’s story was to the 
Associated Press — and how the AP then 
spread the story by way of its teletype 
machines to every member paper in the 
United States and many others in foreign 
countries. 


in referring to the story, we have been 
surprised by the number of people — both 
adults and children — who needed no other 
identification than Bobby’s name to 
remember who he was. 

The reasons we’re saying all this is because 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Miller, said 
recently that Bobby always remembered 
those cards. That so many people in the world 
look the time to perk up the spirits of a little 
boy doomed to die so young should give all of 
them a feeling of comfort despite Bobby’s 
leaving us for good. 

However, we also must remember that ‘‘all 
that glitters is not gold” even when human 
friendliness is involved. 

We can’t imagine there being many parents 
of young children who weren’t wishing for the 
safe return of eight-year-old Sheila Quick to 
her parents after her disappearance last 
week. 

Snce such a disappearance so frequently 
results in the discovery of the child’s body, it 
was with a sigh of relief and thanks for the 
answering of everyone’s prayers that we 
hears Sunday morning of her safe return. 

And to think it all came about after the 
Quick family had come to like their new found 
acquaintance, a man who had helped them, 
treated them so kindly during the previous 
week. 

However, while others may sit back and say 
such a thing couldn’t happen to them, it ac- 
tually could take place in any one of our 
families with chilren of almost any age. 

It could even happen to us as adults. After 
all, there could be a time — maybe on a dark 
road with a car having broken down — that 
any of us could need help. Who knows who 
might come along to aid and befriend us? 

Would it be one of those many persons like 
they who befriended Bobby Miller or could it 
be one of the few others who are about to 
cause us some grief?

Opening another avenue by which our 
readers can be more informed about their 
state government, we are beginning today a 
new log of activates of local legislators in 
Lansing. 

Using information taken from the official 
records of the house and Senate, we will 
publish on a regular basis the attendance of 
local lawmakers at formal sessions of the 
Michigan legislature. 

We re happy to report initially that our six 
Western Wayne County legislators were 
nearly perfect in attendance at the five 
sessions held in January. 

Senators William Faust and David 
Plawecki and representatives Tom Brown,

and present for the sessions of Jan. 10, 29 and 
31, was late for the Jan. 11 session and was 
excused from the Jan. 30 House gathering.

Full labeling is worthy 


A story of national importance and 
significance received short shrift in the media 
around Jan. 17 because of the logjam 
preceding the signing Jan. 27 of the cease-fire * 
in Vietnam. 

It might have been said its “timing” was 
bad, at a time when the nation’s attention and 
consciousness were immersed in the hopes of 
a belated peace. 

TTiis was the announcement by the Federal 
Food and Drug Administration (FDA) of a 
historic breakthrough on informing 
Americans what they are eating through a 
label breakdown of the food’s ingredients. 

While to some this might seem unimportant 
and superfluous, it is, in fact, highly im- 
portant in an age when medical research has 
discovered many additives in foods are highly 
suspect of being responsible for causing 
diseases, among them diabetes, cancer, high 
blood pressure and heart disease 

Other reasons also exist, too, for requiring 
that canners and packers let the consumer 
know just what is in their products, such as 
the amount of preservatives, whose only 
purpose is to slow spoilage, and what foods 
have been fortified by extra nutrients. 

While the effective date of the FDA 
regulations necessarily is delayed to as not to 
cause economic hardship, consumers in 1974 
will know by reading labels or in advertising 
the amount of calories, proteins, car- 
bohydrates, fats, and seven important 
vitamins are in each serving for which a 
nutrition claim is made. 

In addition to the usual run of foods, this 
labeling also will affect bottlers of diet drinks 
and others such as the bakers of enriched 
bread and flour, also fortified milk and fruit 
jucies. 

Importance of the regulations is the 
safeguard provided in one regulation which 
says that all foods must state the cholesteral 
and fat content something which recovering 
heart disease patients must watch 

Another regulation addresses itself to 
setting standards for multiple vitamins and 


minerals, such as governing both their 
quality and quantity and, importantly, 
reclassifying extra potent combinations, 
which coulcfbe harmful, as drugs. In recent 
years, overdoses of some vitamins have 
proved harmful. 

Artifical flavors, too, are being more 
closely regulated. Older persons will 
remember that the use of one artificial flavor, 
a substitute for real vanilla, was made from a 
coal tar derivative and had extensive use 
until it became a prime cancer suspect. 

This complete labeling of food products 
already has at least one firm which has been 
complying voluntarily. TTiis is the California 
Packing Company which uses the Del Monte 
label. It already lists the calories, protein, 
carbohydrates, fats and important vitamins 
and minerals 

Medical doctors for a long time have told 
patients to use ordinary table sugar 
sparingly. Sugar used indiscriminately 
causes obesity, heart attacks, diabetes, 
dental decay, duodenal ulcers, gout and 
dermatis. Labels should list its presence in 
our foods. 

The FDA made a concession to the firms 
that can most of our foods. It backed away 
from the proposal that 80 per cent of a product 
contain at least 80 per cent of the nutrients 
labeled. Instead, the FDA allows averaging of 
indigenous or naturally occuring nutrients 
with a 20 per cent variation. 

It's important, too, that consumers know 
that not all frozen desserts are ice cream and 
now they can’t be labeled “ice cream.” Just 
so, the false claims that that some foods aid 
diets will be abolished. 

Not everyone in the food packing and 
processing industry is going to like the full 
labeling requirements, but in a modern age 
the consumers are entitled to know the full 
truth about the products they eat and not to be 
subjected to false, unproved claims

Public officials' forum 


School financing is challenge

Solving Michigan’s school financing problem is 
one of the greatest challenges facing the new 1973 
session of the Legislature. 

It is a two-pronged problem. First, there is the 
shaky financial condition of many school districts. 
Just as pressing is the Michigan Supreme Court 
decision that the present method of financing school 
operations is unconstitutional. 

This mandates a new* approach to paying the costs 
of running local schools. 

Several possible solutions are being weighed. One 
proposal before the House of Representatives w r ould 
be a constitutional amendment setting up a 
statewide property tax system. 

Another proposal introduced in the Senate uses 
the “guaranteed tax yield” principle of state school 
aid distribution. This proposal would also grant the 
school districts the right to levy an income tax. 

Much opposition has been received during Senate 
hearings on the second proposal. Some educators, 
who have studied the proposal, believe it is founded 


on unconstitutional grounds, that it will not provide 
adequate funding for public schools or would 
eliminate the disparity between school districts in 
per pupil expenditures. 

Because of the opposition to this bill, it is now in 
the process of being rewritten. When it is rein- 
troduced, the bill’s author, Sen. Gilbert fe. Bursley 
(R-Ann Arbor) hopes that it will provide a sound 
educational base for all students, provide for equity 
between rich and poor districts, require no change 
in state taxes, require no time consuming con- 
stitutional amendment, retain maximum local 
control and permit more extensive programs in 
districts willing to tax themselves more heavily. 

However, in the House a constitutional amend- 
ment is being favored that would place a 13-mill 
ceiling on property taxes for school support. The 
money would be collected by the state and 
distributed evenly to districts throughout Michigan. 

The average millage paid by taxpayers is 26 
mills, meaning an average reduction of 13 mills. 


Individuals would pay the additional support for 
schools through a 18 per cent increase in the state 
income tax, raising Michigan’s tax to 5.7 per cent. 
Business would cover the reduction in property tax 
through a new value-added tax, which is basically a 
sales tax. 

The plan would include specific tax breaks for 
renters and provisions for school districts in debt 
and tor those that want a higher standard of 
education It would also contain language guaran- 
teeing taxpayers the right of local control over their 
schools. 

It is hoped that this plan or a variation of it can be 
placed before voters in a special election this spring 
so that it could be implemented for the 1973-74 
school year. 

Legislative leaders have given top priority to a 
speedy solution to the troubles of school financing. 
Without an answer to the dilemma, many of the 
districts will have to drastically reduce educational 
services.

‘Saturday night' guns 
given new definition 


Rep. John D. Dingell (D- 
Michigan) has come up with 
an exact definition of a 
“Saturday night special,” 
which he is convinced could 
drive such cheap handguns off 
the streets if Congress ap- 
proves of his approach. 

Gun control is a very con- 
troversial issue in Congress. 
Historically there is a feeling 
that Americans have a fun- 
damental right to own 
weapons. 

Yet almost everyone agrees 
that the streets of every 
American community would 
be safer for law abiding 
citizens if a way was found to 
get rid of “Saturday night 
specials” which criminals 
now can obtain with ease. 

The recent wounding of Sen. 
John G. Stennis (D-Miss.) in 
front of his own Washington 
home has focused attention on 
the problem. 

In the old Congress, Sen. 
Birch Bayh (D-Ind.) in- 
troduced a bill to ban

“Saturday night specials.” 
The legislation was approved 
by the Senate, but never got 
through the House. 

The major objection voiced 
against it was that the bill did 
not fully define the type of 
cheap handguns it sought to 
take off the market and could 
have banned short-barreled 
revolvers and large-frame 
single action models owned by 
law abiding citizens.

troduced in the Congressional 
Record. 

Tlie frame usually is the 
most expensive component of 
a handgun. 

A “Saturday night special” 
is unreliable and can come 
apart when used because zinc 
alloy has only a margin 
durability, Dingell pointed 
out. 

In a news conference Jan. 
31, President Nixon called for 
the elimination of “Saturday 
night specials,” but said any 
law on the subject should 
contain a precise definition to 
avoid impinging on the rights 
of law abiding citizens who 
purchase and own revolvers 
and pistols for legitimate use. 

Sen. Philip A. Hart (D- 
Michigan) has taken a more 
sweeping view. He has in- 
troduced a bill to ban private 
ownership of all revolvers and 
pistols- the expensive, well 
made ones as well as the 
“Saturday night specials”. 
Such a ban, similar to the one 
followed in Britain, would 
offer the greatest measure of 
safety for all citizens, Hart 
believes. 

He has conceded, however, 
that his approach probably 
has little chance of gaining 
congressional approval at this 
time Dingell’s more limited 
approach just might

Elwell School to hold 
annual pancake supper 


TTie year of 1972 has been 
busy iii the operation of Van 
Buren Township Dog Pound. 

The number of complaints 
received and investigated by 
the dog pound during the year 
totaled 2,279, which included 
cat complaints, said Dog 
Warden Bill Minyard. 

There were 752 dogs and 220 
cats impounded and 1,310 dogs 
were licensed by the pound. In 
1972, 100 dogs were lost and 356 
dogs were listed as strays. In 
addition 11 cats were lost and 
76 listed as strays. 

TTie dog warden issued 84 
violation tickets to dog and cat 
owners. There were 91 dog 
bite complaints investigated 
last year. Fifty-three dogs 
were returned to their owners 
and 74 dogs were placed in 
various homes throughout the 
township, as were 19 cats. 


Minyard said the dog pound 
handled 716 complaints in- 
volving dogs and cats. He also 
said last year, 18 horses were 
returned to their owners, one 
monkey killed and one 
monkey and one owl im- 
pounded. 

In January of this year, 67 
dogs and eight cats were 
impounded. The dog warden 
investigated 297 complaints 
last month, issued 19 violation 
tickets, returned 17 dogs to 
woners and placed 33 dogs in 
various township homes. 

The amount of feed con- 
sumed at the dog pound last 
year totaled 2,450 pounds and 
in January 210 pounds. 

Dog licenses issued in 
January at the dog pound 
following the pickup by the 
dog warden of lost and strayed 
dogs were 21.

EveirAhough you’re one of 
the many Americans who 
complain that you “just don’t 
sleep well in a strange bed,” 
it’s doubtful that you pack up 
your own bed and take it along 
on a trip to visit Aunt Martha 
or on a sightseeing trip to the 
Grand Canyon 

While friends and relatives 
might label you a “kook” for 
carting around a bed, there’s 
historical precedent for doing 
just that, according to sleep 
consultant Sally Ames. 

Sixteenth century European 
noblemen carried their beds 
wherever they went. 
However, the custom was 
largely a matter of necessity 
rather than individual com- 
fort. 

Beds were scarce and the 
person who arrived at a public 
inn without his ow r n sleeping 
accomodations w r as usually 
compelled to sleep in a bed 
with strangers. 

These 16th century beds 
were large but light, and the 
person who could afford such 
a status symbol probably had 
a retinue of servants to carry 
his burden. 

Even today, some travelers 
who insist on a good night’s 
sleep bring along their own

While having one’s own bed 
along avoided the possibility 
of sleeping on the ground or 
with strangers, they couldn’t 

have been very comfortable 
by our modern standards 

“No matter the degree of 
comfort, there’s no doubt that 
beds throughout man’s history 
have been considered as 
status symbols,” Miss Ames 
says. 


Even Kings have bowed to 
the concept of large and 
magnificently decorated beds 
as a measure of prestige. 

In the 17th century, Louis 
XIV, for example, was 
the owner of more than 400 
beds. 

As a matter of fact, anyone 
who passed a royal bed was 
required to bow to it, even if it 
was unoccupied. 


Because of a lack of bed- 
springs and a mattress that 
gives proper body support, 
Louis probably wasn’t much 
better off comfort-wise than 
the commoner who slept on a 
pallet. 

It’s only with the develop- 
ment of quality springs and 
mattresses, that bedding truly 
fit for a nobleman or a king 
has come into being. 



Q. — We have a very old 
wooden fence made from cy- 
press.

finishers mixed their own 
bleaches or used oxalic acid 
solutions, it is now generally 
conceded that the so-called 
commercial bleaches produce 
more consistent results. These 
consist of tw r o solutions, 
usually applied separately. 
While these bleaches are 
much the same, there are 
some minor but important 
differences among the brands. 
It is vital, therefore, that the 
directions on the container be 
followed to the letter, 
especially in regard to the 
elapsed time between ap- 
plications of the two solutions 
and the manner in which all 
traces of the bleach must be 
rinsed off after the operation 
is completed. 

If you decided to bleach, the 
materials must be applied to 
the entire surface, not merely 
to the one or tw'o areas where 
color still remains. This will 
insure the same degree of 
whiteness over the full sur- 
face. , 

Bleaching has another pur- 
pose other than the removal of 
color. Some wood finishers use 
it every time they refinish an 
object, maintaining that the 
resulting smooth, even tone 


enables a new coat of stain to 
“take” without danger of a 
multicolored effect. And 
bleaching is an essential step 
in obtaining certain blond and 
novelty finishes. 

Most of the time, a bleach 
will raise the grain of the 
wood, making it necessary to 
sand the wood thoroughly 
before proceeding with the 
finishing job. 

The bleach solutions are 
strong chemicals and must be 
used with great care. You will 
need rubber gloves and old 
clothes that cover up as much 
of your arms and body as pos- 
sible. If you are not going to 
have a deep respect for the 
strength of the product, better 
not use it. And if you should 
accidentally spill even a drop 
on your skin, stop what you 
are doing instantly and wash 
the area thoroughly with 
water. 

As with most chemicals, 
never pour the bleach into 
anything made of metal. 
While there are specially 
treated metal cans that will 
withstand the chemicals, the 
metal containers you have 
around the house will not do 
so.

The board approved the 
resolution calling for renewal 
of the millage, which would 
retain the Van Buren school 
system’s programs at the 
present level. 

”1 think the 5.5 mills is 
essential for the continuation 
of our current programs,” 
said school Supt. Dale E. 
Kaulitz. “I feel it should be 
approved for the sake of all 


the youngsters in our 
district.” 

In calling for the renewal of 
the millage Kaulitz cited a 
recent report by the Wayne 
County Intermediate School 
District which revealed that 31 
of the 36 districts in the county 
spend more money per pupil 
than the Van Buren District. 

“Since our cost per pupil is 
so relatively low I feel that we 
could have been justified in 
asking for increased millage,” 
said Kaulitz. “But since we 
wanted to avoid the prospect 
of a tax hike we decided to ask 
for a renewal of our present 
millage.” 

This will be Van Buren ’s 


first millage election since 
June, 1971, when a proposal 
for an increase of three mills 
per $ 1,000 assessment was 
defeated 

In other activity at the 
meeting the school board 
approved three proposals that 
were made by the Belleville 
High School Student Council. 

The primary regulation will 
allow students who have 
fulfilled their graduation 
requirements after the first 
semester of their senior year 
to leave school at that point 

Students in these situations 
will graduate with their class 
in the regular June 
ceremonies.
